tober 30, 1810, and, counsequenily, oue monuth
hence will huve completed her 38th year, Toe

daughter of Ferdinand VII of Spain, she is a
Bourbon, aud being the only sovereign of that |
house which the revolutions of the last eighty
years huve lolt upon & European thruua,[
with  ber downfall the world will in

have no reason to deplore. The circomstances
atlending bier accession to the Bpanish throne
were of a peculiar kind, and have doubtless
exerted a powertul influence both upon her
personnl churacter and upon the fortunes of the
pation subjeet to mer ruole.
